Munster put up a very strong fight against 
Leinster at. the Markets Field, Limerick, on 
Saturday, and though defeated by 4 goals (2 
penalties) to 2 gouls and 1 try, or 16 points to 13, 
hardly deserved to be beaten. It was a very close 
maich all through, and most of the good luck was 
with Leinster, who, thanks to two. penalty. goals, 
got a lead of six points early in the game. For 
the best part of the opening half Leinster certainly 
had the best of the argument and sco two more 
placed goals. before the interval, whereas Munstér 
scored one placed goal. In the second half Munster 
held the upper hand practically all the time. There 
was some splendid forward play of the true bustling 
Munster style, which kept Leinster in difficulties 
all through and, coupled with this, the Munster 
hacks showed just as much speed and cleverness as 
their opponents, the outcome being that two more 
tries were scored for Munster, one of which was 
converted. Thug, while Leinster won the match, 
Munster actually crossed the line three times, 
whereas Leinster only crossed twice. 

Considering that the ground was in a terribly 
heavy condition the game was a particularly in- 
teresting one, and showed up Munster football in a 
far better licht than anybody anticipated. Munster 
would have been better advised to have kept the 
game more of a forward one than they did, for 
in the second half their eight carried all before 
them in repeated loose rushes, and it looked as if 
at any moment the Leinster lead would be wiped 
out. Collis. however, kept the Leinster forwards 
splendidly together in those critical moments of the 
second half, and the backs, going down plnckily to 
stop the Munster rushes, the side contrived to pull 
off a narrow win. The crowd, which in size would 
have done credit to an Interprovincial match at 
Lansdowne road, were« most enthusiastic over the 
game, and. the good play on both sides received duc 
appreciation. A great drawback to the game in 
Limerick is that there is not a better ground, 
and now that the game has become so popular in 


the district it fs to be hoped a move will be made " 


in this direction. As stated, the game was fast 
and interesting all through, and under the adverse 
comditions the handling by both sets of backs was 
wonderfully sure. 

On the Leinster side, the two backs who added 
to their reputations were D, Kennedy and E. Davy. 
The former at full-back did not make a serious 
slip throughout a very anxious time, when he was 
constantly harassed by fast forwards following up 
kicks from clever backs. Though not tested to any 
great extent regards tackling, his play was 
excellent all through. Davy was the most. enter. 
prising of the other backs, and the two Leinster 
tries were in the main due to his good play.

RACING REFORMS. 


SIR C. HYDE’S GIMCRACK 


SPEECH. 


Sir Charles Hyde made an interesting speech 
at York at the Gimerack Club’s annual dinner, 
in which he pleaded for a number of reforms 
in connection with racing. He said :—Game 
Shot,- my Gimerack- winner, like «many 
successful racehorses, was bred in Ireland b 
Mr. Quinlan, at the Hackler’s Pride Stud, 
and if only Ireland would interest herself 
more with breeding horses than with politics 
we should never be troubled with any “Irish 
Problem.”’ 

And now, Mr. Chairman and Gentlemen, let 
me do what I am expected, say something 
about racing as it is to-day, or as it ought to 
be. To begin at the beginning, why not do 
away+with racing on Monday Bank 
Holidays? I believe that everybody connected 
with the Turf would rejoice if in 1927 there 
were no racing on Mondays. Do let racing 
people have a day of rest. Let them have 
a chance of getting over the. strain of the 
week. If Monday were a blank, the whole 
of the racing world would be all the better 
and the fresher on the Tuesday. It would 
give bookmakers and backers a chance. to get 
over the Monday settlement; it would give 
everybody a rest, and some trainers would 
even have the opportunity of seeing the 
horses under their charge and of writing 
their articles for the. next week's Sunday 
newspapers. Colonials and foreigners who 
come to gp rs are amazed at the conditions 
on.many of the racecourses, and he thought 
Epsom should lanned and rebuilt. I 
hope it will be for a whole year. 

Every few years we get a bad epidemic of 
coughing, which goes through nearly all racing 
stables. I believe this is caused by the 
terribly bad stabling accommodation at some 
of the racecourses. All stabling accommoda- 
tion should be” inspected. Warwick is one 
of the worst offenders and other courses are 
bad. York spoils us all!. It is a wonderful 
place, and I wish there were more meetings 
like York. . Newmarket is as old as racing, 
and it may be considered heresy to suggest 
an alteration in the “ status quo,” but even

Oueen Alexandra. 

To-day queen Alexandra will celebrate 
her eightieth birthday. Poets, from Villon 
to Yeats, have lamented the swift passing 
o; woman's beauty; but beauty has been 
a laithful friend to this beloved Queen. 
It is easy still to understand why 4 
nation’s heart succumbed to her when she 
came to England, more than sixty years. 
ago, as the bride of Edward Prince of 
Wales, Tennyson, Disraeli, Gladstone—all 
the great Englishmen of a great period— 
came instantly under the spell of her 


twentieth year, she appeared to Disraeli: 
“Her face was delicate and refined, her 


her mouth beautiful, her hair good, and 
her ears small. She was very thin, She 
had the accomplishment of being gracious 
without smiling. She had répose.”’ During 
the sixty years of her married life and 


many changes in England. Democracy 
has come into its own, and the King’s 
Ministers may be drawn now from the 
humblest ranks of the people. The customs 
and manners of society have been trans- 
formed. The young Princess came, in 1863, 
to a gloomy Court, which was dominated 
by the severe influence of Queen Victoria. 
Then, and for many years afterwards, as 
Viscount Esher has reminded us, social life 
was private and jealous of its privileges. 
The upper classes met and amused them- 
selves behind their own doors. The 
modern restaurant had not begun to lead 
the way to “that orgy of public feeding 
and dancing which has now become the 
fashion.” Yet, though Queen Alexandra 
has seen many changes, one thing has not 
changed. She has kept in fullest measure 
the love and admiration of all classes of the 
English people. Their hearts are as much 
hers in her serene old age as they were in 
her joyous girlhood. The affection and 
good wishes of the whole Empire will 
attend the quiet celebrations to-day at 
Sandringham. 
these wishes will go from the Free State, 
where many thousands of Irishmen and 
Irishwomen still cherish the memory ol

Citizens, led by fire-rangers, have been 
summoned in thousands to the defence of 
threatened towns and farms, and soldiers 
and marines have been drafted to strategic 
points. Three years ago certain officials 
urged the establishment of an organised 
aeroplane patrol for the wooded ‘areas in 
every State, and, in 1920, the Bureau of 
‘Forestry was allowed to spend £10,000 
on experiments; but a. short-sighted 
economy caused the. scheme to be 
dropped. In Canada, however, where 
the policy has been adopted on a consider- 
‘able scale, airmen scouts have been 
successful in locating and checking a large 
number of fires. Now the United States 
has decided to try similar methods, and 
measures will be submitted to Congress 
and the State Legislatures within the next 
few months. It is estimated that the 
United States loses 
£4,000,000 worth of standing timber as 
the result of forest fires. The two most 
devastating fires of modern American 
history occurred in Michigan; and in 
Minnesota, in 1894, a fire killed five 
hundred. persons and destroyed a vast; 
amount of property.

NEGOTIATIONS ENDED. 


The negotiations in London with the Ger- 
man Delegation for the conclusion of a com- 
mercial : treaty. between Great Britain and 
Germany were brought to a successful end 
on Saturday, states The Times. The text 
of the treaty has-been agreed upon along the 
following lines :— 

Germany not only grants most favoured 
nation treatment, ut gives certain 
guarantees against discriminatory treatment 
and. limitation’ «of imports. “The British 
Government in return undertakes to intro- 
duce a bill in Parliament, as soon as pos- 
sible, to remove all restrictions still imposed 
upon Germans in this country as ex-enemy 
aliens, with the effect that no discrimina- 
tion whatever shall be made between Ger- 
mans, and other foreigners.

BIMBA AND JELDAZ.

NEW ARRIVALS AT THE 
DUBLIN - “ 700.” 


The arrival of an eight months old lion and 
his inseparable «companion, a young East 
African female monkey, has added another 
attraction to the Dublin Zoological Gardens. 

Bimba is a remarkably fine specimen of an 
East African lion; his playmate, Jeldaz, is a 
Guinea baboon. Both came from Nairobi, 
British East Africa, after a long voyage round 
by the Cape. They are the gift to the Gardens 
of Mr. Geoffrey Day, son of the late Dean of 
Waterford, an officer of the Cheshire Regi- 
ment, who is attached to the East African 
Rifles. They arrived in Dublin on Friday 
last and were seen yesterday by many 
thousands of visitors in their new quarters in 
the Lion House. One of their first visitors on 
Saturday was Mr. Day’s sister. 

In Africa there is a genera! belief that the 
baboon and ‘the lion often become companions 
in the wilds, but an authentic case. of it had 
never been brought to light before. Mr. Day 
tried the experiment at Nairobi when the lion 
was a mere baby by staking him down in the 
compound and gradually getting him familiar 
with the monkey. In‘a short time they be- 
came friendly, and finally travelled together 
in the same cage to Dublin. When the lion 
was being transferred to his permanent home 
in Dublin the monkey clung to his neck and 
did not let go his hold until both were inside 
the cage in the Lion House. 

Yesterday they had completely settled down 
in their new surroundings and erijoyed life 
like a pair of kittens. They romped and 
tumbled over one another on the floor of the 
cage and clawed at one another in play, but 
the lion never touched his companion with 
his nails extended. The monkey’s favourite 
frolic is jockeying on the lion’s back. Jumping 
lightly on to his shoulders she clutches his 
neck with her arms, and Bimba gallops round 
as lively as the limits of the cage will permit. 
They seem never to tire of this form of amus- 
ing themselves. 

At meal hours Bimba does not object to 
Jeldaz snatching a morsel of his meat, but he 
never touches the apples and bananas that are 
fed to the monkey. Dr. Ferrar, the Super- 
intendent of the Gardens, with his great gift 
for winning the confidence of the animals, is 
already known to both. When he says “Up.” 
Jeldaz springs from wherever she may be to 
the lion’s baek. and the race round the cage 
starts over again. When he strokes the on s 
head or paws through the bars,the monkev 
becomes. jealous and sidles. up to be..idndled 
too. 

An hour slips by unnoticed while watching 
the frolics of this strangely matched pair.

DEBTOR'S INTEREST IN TWO 


PAWN TICKETS. 


The British Board of Trade’s General 
Annual Report is the White Paper of the 
bankrupts, crammed with real life stories of 
disaster. There is the story of the fish mer- 
chant with no capital, who started buying 
steam trawlers in 1915. At the end of the 
war, the trawlers owned by his company were 
valued at £40,000. Two other companies 
were started; the slump came, and the 
trawlerg were pledged against an overdraft. 
By 1922 the debtor had sold his furniture 


‘and his motor car, and was living on the pro- 


ceeds. There were no assets. 

Another little cameo of real life is that of 
the engineer whose liabilities were £12,771 
and assets £1. He was for years in the hands 
of money-lenders, who had bled him to such 
effect that, the report says, they “ regarded 
their losses with equanimity.’’ Not so the 
200 -tax authorities, to whom he owed ayer 

000. He had eight children, and when the 
£1 of assets was examined it was found to 
consist of 8s. 10d in the bank and an interest 
in two pawntickets for 10s. 

Many of the stories told give amazing in- 
stances of human credulity. One man owned 
enemas for which he was offered £225,000. 
He gradually parted with his property to 
another man who formed a company in such a 
way that the company received the profits 
. IE. the bankrupt remained liable for the 
e 


In another instance, a bank handed over 
their entire business to a Frenchman who 
could not speak English, and he used the 
funds for his own speculations. A third 
genius succeeded in obtaining from his 
bankers an advance of £80,000 without 
security ! 

An interesting table shows the varied occu- 
pations of the woman bankrupt. They in- 
ciude builders, bricklayers, plasterers, car- 
riers, coal merchants, farmers, livery stable 
keepers, blacksmiths and farriers.

THE VERY REV, J. HANNON’S
